'Stewart, proprietor and editor of the 
.Scottish-American whose interest has 
been aroused.

field is from Mr. Carnegie's private 
•secretary.

He placed before! 


the philanthropist the history of the 
library's growth against 
disadvan- 


tages -and told him of the present 
inadequate quarters in which 1C a fire 
broke out, it would be impossible to 
save a volume. 


He laid emphasis on the manufac- 


turing interests of the city and guar- 
antee;! a yearly appropriation from the 
city of $3,000. 
Judge Fifield further 


stated that he thought the 'Council 
could be induced to raise the appro- 
priation to $3,500 if necessary and 
tha". he was sure that the sum neces- 
sary for the building site could be 
raised among the citizens. 
The history of the steady growth of 
the library and the establishment of 
the children's room together with the 
support which has been given it by 
the city doubtless was a patent fac- 
tor in securing Mr. Carnegie's appro- 
val.

There were three letters written in 
connection with attempted blackmail. 
The first, Feb. 19, was addressed to the 
newly elected Senator at Salt Lake. 
It spoke of the Senator's success in life 
and newly acquired happiness and oi 
the writer's need of money. It made 
a demand for $5,000, and went into 
considerable detail in directing how 
the money should be sent. It was spe- 
cified that it must be in $20 bills, and 
that Kearns must get a 
bundle ' 01 


books and magazines and

money between the leaves.

further directed that one corner of 
the bundle must be torn open,'so that 
the postofflce officials could see that it 
contained books and would not open 
it.

SEWERAGE QUESTION HAS BECOME 


A SERIOUS QUESTION TO FACE 


Probability That i he People Will Be Asked to Vo:e 


on It During the Cgrning Spring Election— 


Phases of ths flatter. 


The question of sewerage will in all 
probability -be brought before the peo- 
ple at the coming spring election. It 
is not that a vote will be taken at 
that time to see whether or not the 
city will build a system ot sewers 
but to see how the people feel on 
the suuject. 


The question of sewerage is one that 


is attracting more and more atten- 
tion every day and grows in impor- 
tance as the city grows, 


There is hardly a meeting of the 


council nowadays that there is not 
some action taken on a petition o£ 
a number of residents in different 
parts of the city for permission to 
construct sewers. 


While these sewers are a good thing 


for the people that put them in they 
have two-serious drawbacks. 
The 


first is that none of tjem are con- 
structed acording to any organised 
system, so that they could be incor- 
porated as a part of any system that 
the city might build. 
The second 


is that a large majority of them emp- 
ty into the river at a point aoove or 
in the center of the business districts 
of the city. 


The sewer question will- soon be- 


come a serious problem for the city 
to face if the council continues to 
grant permits to private parties to 
fcuilcl sewers on any plan or grade 
'that they may see fit. 


It is not at all unlikely that the 


parties that have already put in sew- 
ers will oppose the city sewerage, 
they have sewerage anj that, is all 
that is necessary. 
People who have ! 


lived in the city and have grown to i 
old age without the benefits of sew- 
erae also oppose the plan. 
They say 


we managed to get along 
without 


sewerage and there is nb reason why 
the rest of the people cannot. 


This sewerage question is one that 


canot lightly be laid aside. 
It is 


growing stronger every day and the 
demand for sewerage is on the in- 
crease. 


On the eastern side of the river 


where there is plenty of sand and 
gravel it is not much trouble for 
a house owner to construct r. cess- 
pool that will answer every purpose 
so that sewers'are not an absolute ne- 
cessity. 
Up in the First ward where 


the rock comes to the surface in 
•many places cess p.ools cannot be built 
and sewers' are a crying necessity. 


The city should adopt some system 


of sewerage and have plans drawn 
of a system that would answer every 
purpose. 
After adopting these plans j 


no one should be allowed to construct i 
a sewer unless it conformed with the j 
plans adopted by the city and was 
built in such shape that it could be 
incorporated in the city plant at any 
time that they might see fit to. build. 


There are already about four miles 


of private sewers in this city and i 
'it is safe to say that not half of | 
them could be used in the city plant, j 


By the plans prepared for the city 


by C. P. Loweth & Co. of St. Paul 
in 1S92 two systems of sewerage are 
set forth. 
One is sanitary sewerage 


which takes care of all sewerage 
from houses, stores and factories; but 
makes no provision for the removal 
of storm water or surface drainage, 
which must be taken care of through 
separate sewers or by surface gutters. 


The other system is called the com- 


bined and makes provision for the re- 
moval of all liquid wastes from dwell- 
ings and other buildings and also of 
storm water or surface drainage, both 
together through the same channels. 


The relative size and cost of these 


two systems may be roughly compared 
when it is stated that from any given 
area the volume of water to be re- 
moved by the combined system of 
sewerage is several times that reqiur- 
ecl by the sanitary system. 
For this 


reason a combined system of sewerage 
is several times more expensive than 
the other. 


It -is not necessary that the city 


put in a complete system of sewerage 
at one time. 
They can adopt some 


plan of sewerage and put in a por- 
tion at one time. 
Whatever work 


is done at one time must 
conform 


with the plans so that different por- 
tions of the work can be connected 
with a whole. 


It might not be necessary at first to 


put in an intercepting sewer to car- 
ry the sewerage below the business 
portion of the town, but for a while 
it could be allowed to empty directly 
into the river. 
They should however 


be built on such a, grade that at some 
future time an intercepting sewer 
could be built to carry off the refuse. 


Two different plans for building the 


system are under consideration. One 
is.the building of the sewers on the 
streets where they are the-most need- 
ed and demanded -*y the residents 
under the special assessment act, the 
city at large paying a certain propor- 
tion of the cost. The other is to build 
a complete system and bond the city 
to pay for it. 


It would cost somewhere iu 
the 


neighborhood of $250,000 to put in a 
complete system, planned by Loweth 
& Co. of St. Paul. No system of sew- 
erage can be called complete as ad- 
ditions will have to be made from 
time to time as tha city grows and 
outlying districts are settled up. 


The sewerage system at Rock ford 


put in in 180S cost as follows: 
9- 


inch pipe, 38 cents per foot; 12-inch 
pipe, 5D cents per foot; and 15-inch 
S9 cents. 
Man holes S25 and lamp 


holes ?5. 


A great many people are in favor 


of sewerage ami a great many more 
and chiefly those who have private 
sewers and those who are against 
public improvements'on general prin- 
ciples will oppopso it.- 
A vote on 


the qeustion will show how the peo- 
ple stand and will give the council 
something to go by in the 
futures.
